Dear Mr. Madlener: 


We tind, for the most part, that we can 
clean tarnished coins by placing them in a 
flat tray, and gently reck back and forth in 
some warm water to which a very little house- 
hold ammonia hes been added. When the tarnish 
disappezrs, we rinse them in running warm 
water so that no trace of the ammonia is left 
on the coins, and carefully dry with a smooth 
Cloth by pressing rather than rubbing. A 
little dry heat is then advisable. 


Sometimes with proofs and with stubborn 
cases, we use a solution of potassium cyanide. 
We dom not recommend this unless it is done 
very carfully. The imsersion in the cyanide 
should not take more than a second oF 80.
